■brie universities admissions system could be 
jntuto disarray because Institutions may have

Om admisrions officer, who asked not to. be 
nuns, said this week that he feared universities 
mMl bare to renege on conditional offers, if too 
many sludeats met (he requirements. 

Alton University announced Ibis week that it has 
itoppnl admitting home undergraduate students 
■Tier reaching only three-quarters of Its admission 
largtb for this year. 

The University Grfants Committee has told the 
mirefflliles that although ft appreciates that most 
firm and conditional offers of places for 1981-2 will 
•heady have been made, they are advised to wait for 
their 1983-4 targe! numbers before completing the 
admission process, 

The Aston derision was taken as a direct result of 
this advice and other universities are considering 


whether they should delay making up their minds on 
outstanding applications. 

Many universities have made more conditional 
offers, (that Is, students are confirmed places If they 
get certain A level grades) than they did last year and 
acceptances have been at a higher rate. 


The clearing system, which gives unplaced stu- 
dents a further opportunity to gain admission, and 
which comes Into effect In August, Is also likely to be 
In disarray this year. 

Usually about 10 per cent of all university students 
are admitted under this process but If universities 
have overcoramilted themselves at worst they will 
have very few places left to offer and at best they ask 
for much tougher requirements. Students slUl ap- 


plying through 1 ‘clearing*’ will be most at risk. 

Normally Aston University would expect to make 
about 1,250 offers of places to new students. It has 
already made 950 offers, which still stand, but has 
now suspended its programme, The extra 300 
students, roughly spread over all subjects, will be 


told that the university is making no more offers but If 
they wish, their names will be kept on the list should 
the situation change In July, when UGC intentions 
are. known. 

Professor Frederick Crawford, vice chancellor of 
Aston said he was “shocked, frustrated and angry 
that Government policy to reduce support for the 
universities has induced such uncertainty about 
Aston's funding that our only prudent option is to 
suspend the admissions process when it is only 
three-quarters of the way towards its target." 

Be said, **. . . Concerned parents, prospective 
students and employers throughout the country can 
only expect fewer opportunities for entry, poorer 
academic facilities for study, and fewer graduates to 
help in solving the complex problems of today and 
tomorrow. It Is high time that their voices were heard 
by Government." 

Meanwhile, Aston Is trying to recruit extra 
fee-paying overseas students to help finance Its 
deficit, which could reach the £2 m mark.

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■ Now that the Rampton Report is avail- 
able in these pages (page 8 ), though 
as yet unpublished by the DES, it is 
possible to understand some of the reasons for 
the Secretary of State's disquiet. 

This is not in any way to pass judgment on the 
manner in which Mr Rampton was asked to leave 
the chairmanship, nor to dismiss the value and 
rightness of most of the recommendations. 

The' recommendations do not, on the whole, 
break new ground of course. Nor is it likely that 
they would, since the Committee has been 
inquiring into an area which overlaps with many 
other fields of disadvantage. This is not the first 
(and it won't be the last) body to stress the need 
to coordinate services for the under-fives and 
over-16s, to provide more sensitive reading and 
language leaching, to broaden the curriculum, to 
strengthen parent-school links, and to improve 
teacher attitudes and practice through sharpened 
up initial and in-service training. Wamock, 
Bullock, the HMIs, the NFER, the Think Tank 
and the Schools Council have ail gone over some 
of the sitme ground. 

Indeed, it is oniy a couple of months since 
Professor Alan Little’s report for the Schools 
Council listed 60 ways to achieve better multi- 
mcjaheducniion. The DES has not yet produced 
the strong lead to action which Little's report 
called for (along with many of the multi-ethnic 
organizations), perhaps because it was waiting 
for Rampton, but i( must be said that those 60 
recommendations were on the whole more 
practical, realistic and based on better research, 
than Rampton’s. 

Little’s report was based on a speedy, two-year 
( project which looked at practice in 94 1.e.a.s, 525 
schools and 22 examination boards. His brief was 
more specific than Rampton's, which - so far as i 
the interim report was concerned - was "to give i 
early and particular attention to the educational i 
needs and attainments of pupils of West Indian ' 
origin and to make interim recommendations as 1

soon as possible on action which might be taken 
in the interests of this group." 

What this really meant was "Find out why West 
Indians are under-achieving and tell us what we 
can do about it before the lid blows off the 
pressure groups," 

The need to present this interim report within 
little more than a year has obviously made it 
extremely difficult to produce the evidence that 
will answer the main question. DES statistics 
were hastily collected that confirmed, firmly and 
shockingly, the widespread fears that West 
Indian children are falling far behind their 
contemporaries in examination successes. 

What has not been firmly addressed is the 
reason why. 


assess the information needed on this or that, 
"our impression from what we have seen . . ." 
suggests an answer, more definite than any which 
research enn support. 

The report is written with sympathy and 
understanding and reflects pretty accurately the 
viewpoints of the West Indian community. What 
it largely boils down to is a round-up of the 
existing evidence, research and imecdotal, ex- 
plained largely by received judgments and self- 
fulfilling prophecies. 

Since the self-fulfilling prophecies of low 
expectations are the reasons most often used to 
explain why West Indian children fail, it is ironic 
that the report’s authors seem to have fallen into 
the same trap.

In a typical large dty, for example, 
exam fees are equivalent to over half (he amount 
spent on books, stationery and equipment. 

The clear implication of the various efforts to 
rethink the education of 16 to 19-year-olds is that 
greater flexibility between education, work, and 
training is essential. More pliable rules for the 
CSE boards would be a first step.

Curriculum 
study ‘warts 
and all’ 

by Biddy Passmore 

A report on three years' hard work, 
“warts and all", on curriculum reap- 
praisal in five local education author- 
ities was published this week by Her 
Majesty's Inspectorate. 

The document, which is a progress 
report and not a blue-print, shows that 
thinking afresh about what is taught in 
schools and the methods, is both 
difficult and time-consuming. But, 
once teachers had overcome some 
initial suspicions about the exercise, 
many found it helped copperation with 
-colleagues and gave them a new 
approach to their own subject, 
j The study, which was a three-way 
1 partnership between HM1, local au- 
thority advisers and schools, used the 
Inspectorate's "Curriculum 11-16 
Working Papers", commonly known as 
the “Red Book", as a starting point but 
the inspectors did not impose nny 
single working method or central no- 
tion of the curriculum on schools. 

The inquiry, began in 1977 after an 
HMI conference on the curriculum. 
The five authorities that offered to take 
part In the subsequent study were 
Cheshire, Hampshire, Lancashire, 
Nottinghamshire and Wigan.- They 
selected a total of 41 secondary schools 
.to take part in the scheme, rcflectingali 
types end sizes of comprehensive 
schools.

A campaign .was launched this week to 
help parents ofsevercly mentally hand- 
icapped children to know their rights 
on their childrens* education. 

It is thought that at least iwo-lhirds 
of local education authorities are 
breaking the law by failing to provide 
full-time education for mentally hand- 
icapped 16-19- year-olds at their pa- 
rents' request.

Schools in areas of high unemployment 
are reporting particularly large num- 
bers of pupils leaving lo collect unem- 
ployment pay rather than stnying on to 
take examinations, say head teucliers. 

Mr David Hart, general secrctnry of 
the National Association of Head 
Teachers, said this week that the 
results of new changes in rules gov- 
erning unemployment benefit were 
already being felt in schools and 
“pupils were leaving in large numbers 
. in high unemployment areas" although 
this was not so in more affluent areas of 
the country. 

The NAHThas warned the Govern- 
ment that this was likely to happen 
When the changes were first intro- 
. duced. They mean that youngsters who 
stay on to take examinations in the 
summer term cannot claim unemploy- 
ment benefit until September - instead 
of immediately after their examina- 
tions had ended. The 13 weeks of delay 
is costing individual youngsters and 
their families as much as £130 and the 
head teachers want the changes res- 
cinded immediately. 

.Mr Hart said he felt the Government 
might wait another year before a 
review but added that it should be 
condemned ir it did. "It is a matter of 
great concern,", he added. 

One head teacher, Mr Ken Dyos, 
from Hilton, Red House School, 
Sunderland, said nearly twice as many 
youngsters had left his school this year 
without taking examinations - 25 per 
cent as opposed to 13 per cent pre- 
viously. 

"Most of these were taking CSE 
examinations" he added.

Advertisements addressed to children should make it easy for a 
child to judge the true size of a product (preferably by showing 
ir in relation to nee common object) and should ukc care to 
avoid any confusion between the characteristics of real-life 
articles and toy copies of them.

Should they be in sixth forms in 
schools, in sixth form colleges or in 
tertiary colleges to which entry is 
unrestricted? 

NATFHE has no doubt. It adopted 
the tertiary solution at its 1979 confer- 
ence. Besides the formidable educa- 
tional argument it has to be remem- 
bered that tertiary colleges are classed 
as further education establishments. 

Almost 60,000 of the union's 73.000 
members are already employed in this 
sector. But under present regulations 
they would be excluded from sixth 
forms'or sixth form colleges because 
these are classed as schools, to be 
staffed only by “qualified” teachers. 

'Last month at their conference the 
125,000 members of the National 


Association of Schoolmasters and Un- 
ion of Women Teachers voted for sixth 
forms to remain in schools. 

Urgency has been introduced into 
the debate by the prospect of a dwind- 
ling 16-19 population until well into the 
nineties. As Mr Oliver Marston, East 
Anglia, put It when prop osing the 
motion reaffirming NATFHE’s policy 
for a tertiary system, “Numbers have 
peaked. From now on it's downhill all 
the way - downhill by one-third. 

" One-third fewer students on our 
courses, one-third of classrooms emp- 
ty, one-third of our jobs gone.” 

But an amendment from East Mid- 
lands sought to reassure school- 
teachers that the union was not after 
job-pinching. Conference was asked to 
undertake “not to propose any changes 
that will undermine the position of 
other trade unionists." It also asked 
for closer cooperation between' 
teachers in schools and FE colleges. 

“If you reject this amendment, said 
Mr John Neville, “Fred Jarvis and Jack 


Chambers (current NUT president) 
will return to Hamilton House and say 
NATFHE have got it all sewn up - dial 
we're unwilling to consult witn other 
unions because we’re pursuing our own 
interests." 

Not all were convinced, among them 
Mr Roy Bride, East Anglia. “This 
amendment ignores the canvassing 
that will take place within schools for 
students to stay on there. We may be in 
favour of closer cooperation but it is 
foolish to think this will have no 
implications. We are offering ourselves 
as sacrificial lambs, irrespective of 
what we say to the employers." 

Mr John Baillie', executive, sought to 
allay doubts about what the NUT 
might feel. He represented the union 
on the NUT executive, he said. “You 
should not assume the NUT is likely to 
be in opposition to a genuine tertiary 
system concerned with opportunities/’ 
But he thought teachers would not 
work with it ifit looked like an alliance 
of local authorities and NATFHE. 


Overtime should not mask redundancies 


Lecturers who accepted overtime 
while colleagues alongside were being 
made redundant were criticized by Mr 
Jim Richardson, president of the asso- 
ciation. 

In his presidential address, Mr 
Richardson reminded the conference 
that the Trades Union Congress had 
recently emphasized the need for job- 
sharing as a means of reducing the 
impact of unemployment. “In this 
respect I would Hope that NATFHE 
could have a close look at the con- 
tinuing problem of systematic over- 
time.

easily be Hidden by using full-timers 
willing to do three or four hours a week 
extra. 

The problem has been accentuated 
by the agreement recently negotiated 
by the Union which entitles part-time 
lecturers doing more than 12 hours a 
week to’ “proportional” appointment 
when they are no longer paid by the 
hour but a proportion of the Burnham 
scale, including of course, the atten- 
dant pay for holidays. Keeping down 
numbers who might qualify has temp- 
ted some local authorities to offer more 
overtime to full time staff. 

Mr Richardson said there would be a 
campaign week in the autumn to 
promote higher education under the

Miss Madeleine Spears, East 
Anglia, said some local authorities 
would use the tactic to prevent a 
genuine tertiary system. "Pass this 
motion and our negotiators will be 
seriously compromised before . they 
arrive at the bargaining table.” 

Mr Michael Palmer, executive, 
aieued for acceptance. It would pro- 
vide the flexibility to get local author- 
ities moving towards a break at 16. 

Miss Merilyn Moos Outer- 
London, pointed out that the amend- 
ment accepted something the confer- 
ence had just spent some time on 
rejecting. The illogicality was recog- 
nized and the amendment rejected.

Warning of three-tier ~ 

system with ^disastrous 9 
effect on classroom morale 


Britain is in danger of having a three- 
tier education system with a "dis- 
astrous” effect on the morale of 
thousands of teachers and children. Mr 
Don Blenkinsopp, the new President 
of the National .Association of Head 
Teachers, said in his address to its 
annual conference in Blackpool. 

Some schools are already raising 
more money from parents. than is being 
provided by their local education nu- 
thoriry for books and equipment, he 

"Parents are now not just providing 
the extras for the schools but essen- 
tials.” he added. "The NAHT spoke 
out against this practice last year but 
our opposition apparently has gone 
unheeded. It has begun and this I 
utterly deplore. 

“The results of such funding if 
continued for any length of time- can 
only have one result. The present 
two-tier system of education, private 
and state, the former in the main only 
available to those who. can afford it, 
will be replaced by a three-tier system - 
the private school, the state school with 
a financially well-endowed catchment 
area and the ‘deprived 1 state school 
situated in the less well-endowed en- 
vironment. 

“Th e r «ult on the morale of the- 
children and the teachers in those 
deprived' schools would be disastrous 
and the problem of the disadvantaged 
would increase as the disparity grew,” 
he added. 

Mr Blenkinsopp, who is head of a

A £3m plan to set up a new national 
centre for trade union studies has been 
criticized by the leader of the biggest 
teachers' union.

Barriers between schools and further 
education colleges in Bradford will be 
swept away from September. They will 
share pupils and resources under a plan 
to integrate the whole of the city's 
provision for the Id to 19s. 

Tfie scheme- which leapfrogs the 
continuing national controversy as to 
whether sixth forms should be handed 
over to tertiary colleges, is the first step 
towards a bigger goal. The city has 
decided to provide a comprehensive 
education and training system for all of 
its young people, including school 
leavers, without waiting for the rest of 
the country. 

A year ago, Bradford’s new Labour 
council decided that the city must 
mobilize all its resources to attack 
unemployment and try to reverse ils 
industrial decline. The plan to extend 
education and training is the education 
service’s response. 

The city's 14 schools have been 
divided into six “commonwealths”, 
each linked, with one or another of the 
three colleges. Each commonwealth is 
required to provide, using both school 
and college facilities:

Boston schools on verge of collapse

So far, 
however, Boston has managed to keep 
the system open. But it could fall off 
the financial tightrope any day, bring- 
ing America's oldest system of public 
education down with it. 

Needless to say, the uncertainty

worse problems in 1981-82. have 
caused terrible demoralization among 
school staff. 

The reasons behind Boston's fiscal 
crises are immensely complicated. 
Some of the most important are: an 
antiquated, inequitable and inefficient 
system of local and state taxes; interne- 
cine political warfare between four 
government entities (Boston City 
Council, Boston School Committee, 
the Mayor of Boston and, to a lesser 
extent, the state of Massachusetts); 
and the city's tradition of appalling 
fiscal irresponsibility and brink- 
manship. The worst run city in Britain 
would look good beside Boston. 

With those ingredients, 1981 would 
have been a bad year for Boston's 
schools whatever happened. But the 
factor that made it really terrible was 
2v5. 

In a referendum last November the 
people of Massachusetts approved a 
drastic tax-cutting plan called Proposi-

It forces local governments to 
reduce property taxes to 2 Vi per cent of 
the property's assessed market value. 

These taxes, which resemble rales in

The famous prototype for 2 Vi, Cali- 
fornia's Proposition 13, cut property 
taxes even more severely in that state 
three years ago. But California had a 
huge budget surplus and a well orga- 
nized system of state taxes, which 
allowed the state government to bail 
out California's school systems and 
other local agencies. Massachusetts, by 
contrast, has no budget surplus, very 
low state sales and Income taxes, and a

legislature that is still too afraid to the 
voters to raise slate taxes to make up 
for the lost local revenues. 

Therefore there enn be no Lnlitor- 
nia-style bail-out in Massachusetts. 
And, to make the outlook even bleak- 
er, the Reagan Administration in 
Washington is busily cutting back 
federal aid to local school districts. 

Next year the Boston School Com- 
mittee is likely to have only $195m to 
spend, compared to tile $210m 
budgeted for this year and the $240m 
(hat will actually have been spent if the 
schools do remain open unlit June 19. 
Two thousand teachers have been 
given notice of possible dismissal next 
yeflr, and the committee expects 
actually to lay off at least 1 ,200 during 
1981/2. * 

Boston courts are already buzzing 
with lawsuits trying to prevent the 
dismissals, or to ensure that they fall on 
certain categories of teacher. For ex- 
ample, the Boston Teachers' Union is 
claiming that the layoffs contravene its 
contract with the school committee, 
while civil rights groups want to save 
the jobs of newly recruited black 
teachers, who will otherwise be the 
main victims if the cuts are made 
according to seniority. 

Whatever happens, the Boston 
School Committee is likely soon to be 
running a bare-bones system with little 
or no extracurricular activity or sports. 

No wonder "Massachusetts' re- 
spected Commissioner of Education, 
Mr Greg Anrig, who leaves this year to 
become president of the Educational 
Testing Service, has warned that, un- 
less arrives ftom somewhere before 
next year, his successor will have to 
watch the “dismantling" of public 
education in Boston.

I 
feel it Is important to inject more 
balance into' the picture which may 
have been painted for readers. To this 
end, the experience of this authority 
may be very relevant, .as its first 
nursery centre, then only a few months 
old, was one of those selected for study 
by the NCB in 1974/75 and since then it 
has opened a further four. Clearly 
assessment here, over a period of five 
or six years, contained more positive 
and encouraging signs than have re- 
cently figured in The TES , where the 
emphasis seems to have been upon 
division, friction and resentment with- 
in the new establishments. . 

The report itself recognizes bath the 
smallness of its sample (four centres), 
their recent establishment and the long 
tradition of separateness of day care 
and nursery education: “ft Is no easy 
task to fuse two functions which have 
been carried out for 60 years in 
separate administrative and profes- 
sional spheres . . . That problems 
should have arisen is hardly surprising; 
the centres concerned were pioneers 
- . . with little or no knowledge or 

f revious experience to draw upon . . . 
t is to be hoped that throwing a 
spotlight on their problems will be seen 
oot as a negative assessment of their 
. achievement but as a positive contribu- 
tion towards a more unified and inte- 


grated service for the under-fives. “ 
Unfortunately, published comment 
so far has indeed tended to see the 
report as a negative assessment, if not 
an indictment, of the new concept. 
Here in Salford such a conclusion 
would be strongly denied as being 
related to too small a sample over too 
short a time. The authority recognized 
that time, patience and hard work were 
essential if the theoretical benefits of 
integrating care and education were ro 
be achieved; and that the healthy 
debate between two professions during 
the formative stages of development 
should not be equated with conflict - a 
tendency all toojirevalent at present in 
this and other fields. 

Among the elements in the author- 
ity’s programme, stemming from this 
belief, were the following: 

1 . the encouragement of good 
working relationships between the 
relevant administrative and'profes- 
sional officers in the Social Services 
and Education Departments, with 
respective responsibilities clarified 
and simplified; 

2 . the identification of administra- 
tive sources of difficulty or ftustra- 
tjon and sustained attempts to re- 
move them, in order that the'cen- 
tres themselves might devote their 
energy and imagination more com- 
pletely to their caring and educa- 
tional functions; 

3. the interaction between people * 
from different traditions of care and 
education was seen as a source of 


development and fusion rather than 
of controversy and entrenched posi- 
tions (in other words, actually 
working together was from the start 
regarded as an essential preliminary 
to subsequent progress); 

4. the build-up over a number of 
years of substantial in-service provi- 
sion. This has related to the internal 
needs and development of the cen- 
tre, fusing the team together and 
evolving understood principles, 
procedures and programmes, and 
to the mutual awareness of each 
others' functions by all providers of 
care and education for the under- 
fives; 

5. the deliberate extension of 
nursery centres' functions to in- 
corporate parental involvement - 
through mother/toddler sessions.

Niall Allsop takes a 

caustic look at some varieties of this 
morning ritual 

‘Hands together, 
eyes closed’ 


The "Grumbling" Assembly is alive and well,' 
and still haunts many schools. Again, this is 
normally head -led, centring round a lengthy 
tirade against the assembled children on some 
behaviour or discipline problem that he or she 
has skilfully unearthed. I am not suggesting that 
an assembly of the school's children may not be 
necessary on occasions to deal with some serious 
issue - but not every day. 

The inevitable result of the daily dose is that 
the trivial begins to assume major importance 
and becomes counterproductive, thus creating 
the built-in need for farther grumbles. For the 
majority of children, innocent of any misde- 
meanour in the first place, it is an unnecessary I 
waste of their time; for the few not-so-innocent 

( there is the opportunity to hide in anonymity, in 
the hope that everyone will assume it was 
someone else . 

The Class or Group Assembly is a more recent 
attempt by teachers to actually involve the

children. Approaches here vary considerably as l acknowledge thnf children are at their most 


Morning assembly still .maintains its ritualistic: 
grip on teachers and schools. What relevance do 
these gatherings have for children? Are they for 
many children just a colossal waste of time, or 
even educationally damaging? 

As a teacher and head teacher in a variety of 
primary schools, I have observed four types of 
assembly: the religious assembly, the secular 
assembly, the “grumbling” assembly and the 
dess or group assembly. 

The Religious Assembly , led by the head, 
teacher, is still the most common assembly, 
presumably due in part to the fear instilled by the 
1944 Act. A story, a hymn and a prayer, “a quick 
ran round the Bible” as one teacher knowingly 
put it. Children love stories, they love to sing 
cheerful songs and they love to keep one eye 
open when told to close both. 

. And yet what are they given7 A diet of wily’s 
u^begtfs that is indigestible even to those eager 
yoimg eats. Archaic words and phrases which, 
even if simplified and updated, have to compete 
with the more basic problem of sitting cross- 
Iqgged on a cold floor trying not to cough . Having 
to stand up “quickly ana quietly” (and both at the 
sametimel) Is worth the effort if only because the 
damp and boredom are relieved. 

: Of. course children love to sing; they do 
topond tofc rhythmic or rousing melody. Songs 
raown ind etijoyed can be a great leveller of 
children: ' the haves and the have-nots, the 
high-flyers and the not-so-high can be as one. So 
they are given hymn books to ensure that .they 
never learn the worda, if Indeed they are leam- 


able, and to make doubly sure that the poorer 
readers learn to mime. 

The ritual iB rounded off with a prayer, either 
of the “listened to" variety, or one said in unison 
such as The Lord’s Prayer, or both. A prayer, say 
for famlne-sticken East Africa, is heard not in 
terms of the words and their real message, but as 
a beginning, “Please Lord . . . ” and an end, 
“Amen”. 

Children absorb the prayer solely in terms of 
the intonations that -bring it to its conclusion, as 
this also marks the temporary end of their 
opportunity to get up to all sorts of diversionary 
devilment - one eye open of course. Said in 
unison The Lord’s Prayer, “Harold be Thy 
name’’, gradually becomes a fusion of Incompre- 
hensible words that blend beautifully in .a 
relief-giving AMEN. 

The Secular Assembly, in many of its patterns, 
is not unlike the religious assembly; it is normally 
secular only in its story theme - the credits are 
omitted, if you like. The annual round of 
Nature’s Wonders, Albert Schweitzer. and the 
Red Cross Flag, while possibly offering some 
children interesting starting points, ate scarcely, 
done justice when made the subject of a tert- 
minute synopsis. 

One hundred-plus children, with an ability 
range of perhaps 10 years, huddled together, 
necks straining, in less than intimate contact with 
the story-teller, sre not realty going to appreciate 
the subtleties of the Red Cross Flag. They are 
probably too busy trying to attach their charitable 
little replica onto the backside in front. 


does the subject matter - anything from reading 
stories to re-enacting some historical event. The 
common factor is the apparent involvement of 
the children - and by “involvement”, I mean 
children actively thinking and learning. 

Unfortunately, this involvement all too often 
affects only the participants, for whom it is I’m 
sure very rewarding and motivating. And from 
the audience’s point of view the spectacle of 
seeing one’s peers “up there" is, if nothing else, 
entertaining. 

Assemblies reflect the school in which they 
take place, and especially the head tencher. The 
rituals detailed above do happen, not every- 
where, not ail the time, but they do occur, and 
frequently. I use the word “ritual" deliberately, 
as the format of so-called collective worship has 
become almost prescribed, reducing it to a 
succession of cues to which both children and 


receptive early ill -the day. Why then do they 
tolerate such repeated time- wasting? 

Dare I suggest that for many teachers it is 
exactly this time-wasting element that provides 
the attraction of assembly? The reality of 
assembly means that the real business of the day 
may not start until some time after 9.30am; at 
least half an hour less to prepare for. and half an 
hour more to think about.the unprepared. Time 
to take it easy while the head drones, hoping 
against hope that someone will fall to stand up 
“quickly and quietly", so that it can be practised a 
couple of times. 

I do an injustice to many hard-working and 
conscientious teachers whose main concern will 
always be to get back to the classroom to teach. I 
know such teachers exist - and that many of them 
feel themselves to be in a minority. 

On the other hand, many head teachers would 
argue that such a daily ceremonial Is necessary to

Virginia Makins reports on the kind of en vironment children say they 

like to live in, and the problems which they meet in their streets and towns 


"The need for improvement in our society is 
connected with keeping children and teenagers 
happy in a friendly society.” That was how a 
Manchester 14 -year-old summed up his ideas 
about the town he would like. 

He was one of the 800 entrants to a comp* 
etition organized by (he Professional Institu- 
tions Council for Conservation and The TES, in 
connection with the Council of Europe’s Cam- 
paign for Urban Renaissance. 

Eight to eleven-year-olds were asked to de- 
scribe "The Street that I’d like". Twelve to 
fifteen-year-olds were asked about “The town 
that I’d like”. Sixteen to eighteen-year-olds 
Considered “The future of our towns and cities" - 
there were very few entries in this last category. 

The competition encouraged different 
approaches: entries ranged from short poems to 
long essays, from attractive pictures to elaborate 
maps and plans. Some children undertook major 
projects, others went in for imaginative writing. 
Whatever their .form, many of the entires were 
revealing about the kinds of places children like 
to live, and the difficulties many of them 
encounter in their streets and towns. 

For the younger children, cars were a major 
bugbear - whether parked, or dodging at top 
speed down residential streets in tile rush hour. 
Very few children reported, as this one did: “my 
mum knows we are safe, playing in the street". 
Dogs, and their mess and dangers, were a lesser 
problem, but one that surprising numbers of 
cmldienreniark^ on.

Few descriptions had such a happy ending as 
this: We all storied playing our games round the 
: park/garage space, but thdn some sighs were

“I have not quite thought yet how I 
can incorporate my fondness for discos with the 
scenery of the eighteenth century", said an older 
girl.

In the end, they awarded prizes to a very tf* 
range of entries - plans, pictures, Imagbatif 
writing and design, and last but not lea* good 
clear essasys. The excellent project wort; tarn 
Dean Row County High, Wilmslow, Cbc#t 
took seven awards, and the essasys of Park Grow 
School, Birmingham collected four,

A year after independence, the countryside of 
Zimbabwe still bears the scars of the wax. 
Villages are hard to find and are no longer where 
one remembered ; hideously entangled telephone ' 
and electricity wires, gaping potholes on rural 
roads, ruins of one-time missions, are part of the 
landscape. 

By contrast, Salisbury, with its tree-lined 
avenues, its garden suburbs, is an island unto 
itself. So, it seems, are its white schools. 


and a half years - they go back to college for 17 
weeks, and write their exams.” 


“Whites are not prepared to take too many 
ishocks in one go, "commented the Minister of 
Education, Dzingai Mutumbuka, when asked 
why it was that white schools, given black pupils 
here and there, appear untouched by change, 
while in all African schools in the black suburbs, 
school is virtually a non-stop operation. There 
teachers double up, there are afternoon and 
morning sessions, and in all there are around L8 


million children at school this year, compared 
with 800,000 last year. More than 150,000 


children are in secondary schools, arid the 
Minister says he is still a long way from his target 
of "ore child - one school place”.

It has taken a good deal of persuasion, 
makeshift ad hoc action, some foreign aid and a 
new system of teacher training to get to the point 
reached now; In the black urban suburbs, ch a h'ge 
was almost instant,' given the doubling-up sys- 
tem, the eagerness on the part of pupils and their, 
parents. But teachers needed some persuading to 
go to the rural areas! 

More than 5Q0'secondary schools; hnve been 
established In the countryside since independ- 
ence. Dzingai Mutumbuka says: “We are pour- 
ing resources into the rural areas, because as soon 
as the rural areas catch up with the urban areas, 
we will have solved the . contradiction that 
happens in Third World countries,. where the 
urban areas are In the twentieth century, the rural 
areas in medieval times.” 

He emphasizes the problem of moving the 
teachers. “At first they thought I was joking; we 
had to suspend some teachers who refused to go 
to rural areas. But now they say, these are our 
people, we willingly go anywhere to teach Ihejh- 

Tt has been a good situation, and also, It 
made many people re-examine themselves, their 
rqle. as intellectuals.. Yesterday, it: was the 
peasant who made, sacrifices supporting the 
liberation struggle, arid all behad was destroyed. 
Now It is the ttifti of the intellectual to be what I 
call the r|ew frontier troops, who Will conquer the 
next stage pf the struggle. 

“Between this year arid next, we want to build 
more than a thousand primary schools. We want 
to show people we can do it, that we’re not just 
beggars, but that we Jeon make use of whatever 
is given 'to. us.” .' ; . r • 

, For some time to come; Zimbabwe will need 
foreign teachers; Meanwhile, the schfeme. label- 
led Zimbabwean .National Teachers Colleges - 
ZINTEtp Is under way. This is based again on 
Mozambique models. Young people straight out 
of secondary- schools are given a-crash teacbdr. 
training course.; Once they : hove passed It . they 
are instantly placed in charge of classes, arid, learn 
teaching by doing. = :■; 

■‘‘It’s just like nurses learn,” the ; Minister 
explains, “First they; learn theory, then they 
apply their theoretical training In the cl&ssropni 
for, .say, 10 terms. Every, term they, write 
assignments, do. a correspondence course, and 
are visited regularly by tutors each week; The 
tutors supervize the leaching. Twice « year they' 
,gq back to the college fpr three weeks at a lime.. 
At the end of ten tcin^ -that is, afte r nearly throe v 


weeks, and write their exanrs.” 

Another problem inherited by the war is the 
question of orphans, children who hud been in 
refugee camps and are now back. Most of them 
have been settled on farm schools, where work in 
the classroom and work in the field is combined, 
so that children learn to fend far themselves. One 
such school, the Mlnistersaid, is ‘'embarrassingly 
successful" - more people are clamouring to 
enter it: The harvest reaped this year can 
compete in the market place. 

In all, eight schools are envisaged for former 
refugee children. Their target will be a combina- 
tion of ordinary general education, combined 
with training of some kind, ranging from fanning 
to scientific work. On the Shamva School Farm 
' some 2,500 children live. on what, was Once a 
tobacco farm. Hie United tyti lions High Com-; ' 
missioper for Refugees, helped, as did a Danish 
volunteer group. Tfie Danish Development Aid 
From People to People assisted materially duri ng 
the war, and also trained young Zimbabweans in 
Denmark, more thun \0U of whom have returned 
home. 

There.is a primary school at Kemphaven near 
Shamva, and a secondary school on the neigh- 

• bo u ring farm, Abou t 1 ,700 primary pupils have

the market, Liz Heron examines the fluctuating 
fortunes of Penguin books 

A protected species 


"The Penguin Books are splendid value for 
sixpence, so splendid that If the other publishers 
had any sense they would Combine, against them 
and suppress them. It is. of course, a great 
mistake to imagine that cheap books are good for 
the book trade."' 

So wrote George Orwell in his review of the 
third batch of Penguins to come off the presses , in 
March 1936. Since then, of course, the rest of the 
book trade has learned a trick or two from 
Penguins, and latterly sometimes even beat them 
at their own original game, though the rules have 
rather changed Over the decades. Cheap books, 
for one thing, are not what they were. Costs have 
rispn, the recession has bitten, and at the end of 
the seventies paperback sales took an unpre- 
cedented drop. 

Penguin's fortunes have been variously 
documented, not least since the arrival of 
American publishing executive Peter Mayer to 
head the company in October 1978 - in what’s 
been seen as a rescue bid, to combat losses and to 
restore the hegemony that had been lost as other 
paperback publishers made bigger commercial 
inroads In the sixties, robbing Penguin of some 
important authors along the way. Financial 
pressures persist, but editorial director Peter 
Carson is now confident that Penguin has 
regained its lead in the paperback race. He insists 
that “surprisingly little has changed. I’d say that 
editorial policy has changed not at all. despite the 
brouhaha. There have been more changes in the 
marketplace, so we're possibly more aggressive 


in the market.” 

Marketing is certainly one key to any changes 
there have been. Penguin’s longstanding reputa- 
tion for solidity and intellectual respectability 
had made it virtually a national institution, 
though, as marketing director Patrick Wright was 
quick to remind me “We’re not a national 
institution, we're a commercial operation." 

Peter Mayer's regime brought substantial 
redundancies (on paper 90 jobs were cut, though 
the number of people involved was smaller) and 
last year a planned across-the-board 22 per cent 
cut in the number of titles. It has also aimed to 
give the list a more commercial gloss, with 
greater attention to marketing techniques and 
intensified promotions. Dumpbins proliferated, 
along with competitions and sharply targeted 
advertising. The increasing number of television 
and film tie-ins over the years led to the 
appointment of a manager whose job it is to liaise 
and put forward ideas for film and television. 

A number of lead titles have been heavily 
promoted. The first major onslaught on the 
bestseller stakes came with M. M. Kaye’s The Far 
Pavilions , a book which some in the trade feel is 
of greater literary merit than its cover and some 
critics would suggest, and which, incidentally, 
was acquired more than a decade before all the 
hype. Penguin says it paid off, with sales in this 
country around 231 ,000. Another big lead fiction 
title , The 400, was less successful, selling 1 10,000.

But Mr Rushdie is a narrative conjuror of 
genuine skill: having perhaps failed to make 
the most of his central scheme, he makes the 
most of his failure , . . .But to explain this I 
must say that, for Fascinating if peripheral 
reasons, a servant of the family had swopped 


another child born at the same hour (sub-plot 
37, at a rough calculation): and that the other 
jChild is named after the destructive god, Shiva, 
gnd grows up into one of the grotesque sol- 
jdier-heroes of that continent (“Sam, you 
fought one hell of a war"), much given to 
Impregnating lion-hunting ladies. “So that at

was being raised towards the future. Every 
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thematic promotions continue and big prom- 
otional efforts, with a launch budget of £40,000, 
are now being concentrated on King Penguins, a 
new series designed to give special emphasis to 
the “literary’’ novel. If this seems like a change of 
heart, it would accord with the view that Peter 
Mayer has mellowed and become more accepting 
of the difficulties of working within the American 
mass market mould, and that things are settling 
down into a traditional style once more. 

But King Penguin - whose titles will have a 
print run of 10,000-35,000 and a cover price of 
£1.95 upwards - embodies a recognition of the 
importance of singling out a specific market for 
“quality" fiction. It's a relatively small market, 
but its substance is well attested by the success of 
Picador, and by the output of the smaller 
“alternative" publishers Tike Virago and Writers 
and Readers. 

King Penguin certainly has its own lineage in 
Penguin Modem Classics. However, the new 
bigger format and logo and the distinctive feel of 
the series create the special Identity that is now so 
crucial iu marketing terms. It’s perhaps less 
adventurous than it may seem. Though the press 
release says it “will encompass takeovers, redis- 
coveries and neglected works as well as a new 
departure - original fiction in paperback", 
around half of the 20 titles to be published this 
year are already on the Penguin list, while most of 
the others are by established authors or have 
|already achieved a measure of critical acclaim. 
None is an original manuscript: perhaps next 
year, they say. It is still a welcome initiative, 
particularly since it can hold out the promise of 
the kind of experimentation so rare in these days 
of financial caution. 

The series can be seen in an overall context as 
part of what Patrick Wright calls “rearranging the 
configuration of the list" and “achieving a 
definite balance”. Alongside it is a growth in 
“leisure” publishing: books outside the categor- 
ies of serious fiction and non-fiction. Patrick 
Wright demurs at the term ’’downmarket” and 
explains: “We felt that in the recent past we 
hadn't published as vigorously as we might, In the 
field of entertainment, both fiction and non- 
fiction. We set out to add to our list in general

Box offices are undergoing a quiet revolution. Anthony McCall reports 


Change comes slowlv to the world of 
and as a rule of thumb, the 
theatre, the slower the 
change.

Men of 
the “leisured classes" often worked, 
but wives and daughters stayed at 
home, symbols of the male economic 
power that was supporting them. If 
ever that support gave way, if ever a 
lady had to earn her living, the only 


way she could do so and remain a 
lady was as a governess. 

Throughout this book and its com- 
panion volume. The Widening 
Sphere, one can trace the fortunes of 
the governess. One paper quotes Ed- 
ward Carpenter's description of how 
his father, with six unmarried daugh- 
ters to support, never once contem- 
plated educating them for a profes- 
sion: 

“Occasionally it happened that, 
after a restless night of anxiety 
over some failure among his in- 
vestments, and dread lest he 
should not he able at his death to 
leave the girls a competent in- 
come, he would come down to 
breakfast looking a picture of mis- 
ery. After a time he would break 


= out. ‘Ruin impended over the 
family’ .-securities were falling, di- 
vidends disappearing; there was 
only one conclusion - 'the girts 
would have to go out as governes- 
ses'. Then silence ana gloom 
would descend upon the house- 
hold.” 

■ To become a governess was, in 
Carpenter's words, “to become a 

1 pariah". Her position in a household 
was & highly ambiguous one. A con- 
• temporary observer rioted: 

3 ft The real discomfort of a gov- 

■ erness's position In a private 
! family Hrises from the fact that it 

is undefined. She is not a- rela- 
tion, not a guest, not a mistress, 
not a servant - but something 
made up of all. No one knows 
exactly how to treat her.” 

It was perhaps this very ambiguity 
which explains why governesses be- 
came interesting figures in fiction; 
their marginal status in a household 
could be exploited for the purposes 
of. a narrative. A. James Hammer- 
ton, writing about "Feminism end 
Female Emigration 1861-1886”, finds 
that English, governesses who emi- 
grated to Australia had a much more 
secure position Hn households [here. 
English class feeling and social discri- 
mination were largely left behind 
and one governess wrote: 

“Were I in the position of the 
third or fourth rate Governess 
... I would unhesitatingly be- 
come a domestic servant in Au- 
stralia in preference . . . Servants 
are more considered, there is 
more freedom and independence 
here than at home." 

The “Female Middle Class Emigra- 
tion Society" which helped these i 
women to emigrate was a feminist |

organization, operating at a lime 
when emigration ws a controversial 
issue among feminists. Emigration 
was also an antifeminist solution to 
the problem of “redundant women"; 
it was felt to be a way of providing 
wives for surplus men in the col- 
onies. For some women emigration 
seemed the only route to respectable 
paid employment. 

It was mainly middle class women 
who were kept out of employment. 
That they were kept out, prevented 
from entry to the professions, for 
instance, by the reluctance of the 
older universities to award degrees 
to women, is clear from Rita McWil- 
liams Tullberg’s paper on “Women 
and Degrees at Cambridge Universi- 
ty"- Most unmarried working-class 
women, on the other hand, went out 
to work, though their earnings were 
low, and Peter Stearns's paper on 


“Working Class Women in Britain 
1890-1914” reports an increasing 
number of strikes against women 
workers in a wide range of industries 
in the early 1900s. 

Despite the fact that in 1851 there 
were 25,000 governesses in England, 
compared with 750,000 domestic ser- 
vants, there was much more public 
interest at the time, and has been 
much more feminist interest since, in 
the position of middle class women. 
These collections do not do much to 
correct the balance. Helene 
Roberts’s paper on “Women in 
Victorian Arf, for instance, can cite 
few paintings of working class 
worpen (or any paintings of urban 
poverty) for obvious reasons. "It is 
not [he office of Art to present us 
troths of an offensive kind” stated 
the Art Journal. Poverty was only 
acceptable if it was rural, and cot- 
tage interiors were a popular subject. 


Women were often portrayed in 
bourgeois domestic scenes. 

Though Millais thought that the 
women in Titian, Raphael and Rem- 
brandt paintings were “magnificent 
as works of art", he added “Who 
would care to kiss such women?" 
Patriarchal attitudes are well 
documented in these pages. 

The ultimate characterization of 
women as passive, idealized, kissablc 
creatures, different in Kind from ac- 
tive, wordly males came in Ruskin's 
classic ana irrational speech "Of 
Queen's Gardens", and Kate Mil- 
lett’s analysis of that is included 
here. 

Geddes, the biologist who is the 
subject of Jill Conway's essay on 
“Victorian Theories of Sexual Evolu- 
tion" asserted that the same charac- 
teristics were true at cell level. “The 
quiescent well-fed one becomes an 
ovum”, he decided. On this scientific 
basis he argued that the agitation for 
the equality of the sexes was point- 
less: ‘'What was decided among the 
prehistoric Protozoa cannot be 
annulled by act of parliament”. 

Among the most useful items in 
these useful volumes are Barbara 
Kaoner’s two select bibliographies 
which list primary and secondary 
sources under headings like “Sick- 
ness and Health Care*’ and “Orga- 
nizations”. Kanner points to the 
"fairly widespread neglecl" of 
women's experience in social history 
and quotes the opinion that “many 
unfamiliar aspects of nineteenth cen- 
tury society spring to view” when 
historians focus on this question. The 
papers in these books entirely sup- 
port this judgement.

ease. 

The illustrations in this Guide 
are adequate though occasionally 
badly captioned: "trees play an 
important part in street scenes in 
France” or "trees ... can be set to 
good effect in pedestrian areas". 

And one 
knows that citrus fruits are impor- 
tant to the Near East, but where ia 
the inviting 1 market in the photon 
graph? - Are they grapefruit tit . the 
foreground or i might they be cit- 
rons?

Data preparation 

For example, even IBM pro- 
gramming trainees have been asked 
jo pair up with another student to 
jointly prepare one program; this is 
to save both on data preparation and 
on demands on computer facilities. It 
will take each student with normal 
beginner keying speeds two hours to 
key in and edit a 50-instruction pro- 
gram of 20 characters per instruc- 
tion. Provision for a class of, say, 30 
programming students will involve 
the full-time allocation of at least 
nine keyboard machines for the peak 
demand of the latter third of the 
assignment time. 

The cheapest this can be done 
properly for 30 students at the 
moment is about £22,000 for most

salaries will offset any savings in a 
period of about three years.

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Conferences and realities 

Wendy Roy reports on issues which have emerged from some recent conferences 
oil themes of educational technology

Educational conferences are often felt 
by delegates to be distanced from 
educational reality. Teachers attend- 
ing the ETIC (Educational Technology 
International Conference), ETA 
(Educational Television Association), 
CAL (Computer Assisted Learning) 
and MIPA (Microprocessors in Prim- 
ary Education) gatherings last month 
were unlikely to have had such a 
problem, foT most of the papers pre- 
sented at these conferences reflected a 
concern for real educational issues 
arising from (he use of technology in 
schools. 

While each conference concentrated 
upon its individual aspect of education- 
af use of technology, central themes 
emerged which ran through all the 
conferences. General presentations 
outlined the philosophical and pedago- 
gical issues of technology in schools 
and their long and short term implica- 
tions for all sections of education - 
producers of hardware and software, 
teachers and pupils, 

Case' studies highlighted the concern 
with evaluation of teaching systems 
and the processes they develop; the 


perennial question of whether objec- 
tives were adequate enough as tools for 
measurement of teaching effectiveness 
was discussed in detail, particularly at 
ETIC and ETA. 

A number of papers showed there 
was a growing awareness of the be- 
nefits to students in using equipment - 
whether video etc., or computers, - 
Tather than students just being taught 
about it. Using equipment broadens 
and deepens student learning in ways 
not developed by traditional methods. 

Carol Lorac, at ETA , showed how 
different kinds of learning was ac- 
quired by II to 1 9-yenr-oJd students in 
using Video equipment; David Bound 
from Australia showed ETIC delegates 
how older students learned new pers- 
pectives from developing their own 
distance learning materialiising a vari- 
ety of media; Boulay and Howe from 
Edinburgh, at CAL, explained how 
mathematical computer programs can 
alleviate the shortage or mathematics 
teachers while developing student abil- 
ity to learn simple computer programs 
to a p re -defined procedure; and MrPA 
delegates experienced for themselves 


■ the potential of controlled toy handling 
' teaching practical mathematical and 
scientific principles in the process of 
having fun. 

In terms of evaluation, these and 
other studies cannot account for all 
learning by simply measuring objec- 
tives. Especially since the use of tech- 
nology within education implies an 
expansion of the purpose of formal 
education - the training of youngsters 
into a new thought system based on 
(hat technology. 

The training of teachers into this new 
thought system was discussed at length 
at all the conferences. Bob Coates, of 
the Microelectronics Education Prog- 
ramme, told MIPA delegates that 
trainee teachers should receive compu- 
ter instruction before initial teacher 
training. 

It was generally accepted that It was 
the students within schools who are 
creating effective innovative uses for 
computers, rather than teachers. 
Teachers were apprehensive about the 
equipment and their abilities to use it. 
Keynote speakers at all conferences 
echoed the cry for more assistence for 



teachers in overcoming this problem. 

During a discussion at the ETA 
conference Colin Palmer of Bath Uni- 
versity asked whether this new equip- 
ment was going to go the way of 
previous teaching toys - into dusty 
school cupboards. Terry Hinton of 
Surrey University encapsulated the 
view of many of the delegates at all

Any teacher who has just taken charge 
of a microcomputer - or any other 
model - is faced with two problems. 
First, it probably doesn't do what you 
want it to do, for example the

Every new technology brings its own 
confusion. But never before has any 
new technology created the fog of 
mystery caused by the advent of tele- 
text (with a /), teletex (without a t), 
videotex (without a /) videotex (with a 
/), viewdata and a whole string of other 
related names. Everyone in the busi- 
ness of selling .these new services, and 
the special television equipment 
needed to transmit' and receive them, 
must take a share of the blame for 
creating the confusion which has stifled 
. sales. The public won’t buy what it 
doesn't understand.- 
Recently. Ferguson, the consumer 
electronics division of Thorn -EMI. 
conducted a market research survey 
of a representative sample of 500 
people who are renting or buying a 
television set. They were asked to 
describe "teletext". Of the five 
hundred, 33% had an exact 
knowledge, 60% knew absolutely no- 
thing ana 6% thought they knew. “It’£ 
something to do with messages that 
come from the Continent"; it s like a 
telegram isn’t it1'\ "It's a visual tele- 
phone"; "it’s a brand of Post Office 
telex equipment"; “It’s a tv rental 
remote control game”, were some of 
the answers.

Although understandable for commer- 
cial reasons, this increases the confu- 
sion.

Susie RodweU reports on 
International Video Week 

Where Is video going? That the answer 
to this is still far from dear' became 
increasingly apparent at the Video 
Conference, one event of the major 
International Video Week which took 
olace from May 11 to 15 at the 
National Film Theatre in London. The 
week's activities encompassed a wide 
range of video events, and in addition 
to the two day business conference 
presented by The Economist, BISFA 
was staging the first International 
Video Festival for non-entertainment 
programmes, and the International 
Television Assodatibn was running 
Video Workshops. 

At the conference, a distinguished 
array of international speakers from 
the ouslness, educational, industrial 
and communications field, attempted 
through facts and projections, conjec- 
tures and demonstrations to relate 
video technology to business and eco- 
nomic realities. The 250 delegates 
received a surfeit of often conflicting 
information and opinions on such 
topics as the world video economy, a 
technical view of the future, the impact 
of satellites and cable, video in the 
third world, copyright problems, and 
video discs in business and education. 

Despite all the rhetoric, the confer- 
ence aid nravide a valuable forum for 


assessment of the current situation. It 
highlighted a number of important 
issues, for example, how critical the 
'marketing strategy can be foremerging 
technology and now essential It is for 
jhardware and software producers to 



share responsibility for fostering de- 
velopments in the media. 

Video itself is all things to all 
people, itseems increasingly to be used 
to cover both simple video equipment 
and broadcast telecommunications. 
Not surprisingly at this event, most 
attention was given to video discs, 
which after a decade of gestation and 


many millions of dollars spent on R & 
D are now a reality, with the optical

The second reason for failure is 
related to the organization and man- 
agement of the resources used. The use 
of audio-visual resources in schools can 
be troublesome, but it is possible to 
organize the resources in such a way 
that teachers may obtain what they 
want, when they want it and have it in 
working order. To do this schools must 
examine for themselves and in detail 


the nature and level of existing use, the 
costs of the present system and indeed 
the staff attitudes to the existing provi- 
sjon. A detailed survey could oe car- 
ried out using the following headings: 

• Audio-visual equipment available 
(patterns of use, purchase and selec- 
tion) 

•'Equipment repair maintenance sys- 
tems. 

• Spaces for the use and storage or 
equipment and materials. 

• Design, production, purchase and 
selection of learning materials. 

• Staffing responsibilities and 
training.

This is not to say that the failure has 
been total and complete but rather thRt 
the day to day problems of teaching 
tend to militate against the kind of 
resources described In the literature 


The first issue is essentially one of 
curriculum development and learning 
materials design. Much of the ill repute 
attached to auaio-visua] learning mate- 
rials may stem from a mismatch be- 
tween the curriculum objectives of the 
school and the materials. The materials 
available are often badly designed, 
difficult to use, and ignore basic princi- 
ples of the teaching and learning 
process. 


Existing resource use within a school 
is often not taken into account when 
attempts are made to establish innova- 
tions. The success of any innovative 
strategy for improving the use of 
resources will depend on the degree to’ 
which the innovation is based on an 
accurate analysis of the existing levels 
and types of use of resources. Plans 
should match the institution's require- 
ments rather than any idealized picture. 


The information obtained from this 
survey could then be fed forward into 
an analysis aimed at determining the 
advantages and disadvantages o? the 
present position. This analysis can then 
provide the basis for any plans for 
improvements and changes.

Some American researchers in the 
1960s showed aggressive behaviour 
to children in three different forms:

“Die. Welt muss romBnlisiert ■werden" . Thus the' 
Oerman poet Novalis In 1798 (coincidentally, the 
year of Lyrical Ballads). And his conviction was 
right. The world >mr romanticised - to such good 
effect that anything row, from Punk to the 
lucubrations of Richard Adams, may be seen as 
currents in an unstoppable stream whose source 
is in the creed of Novalis and his fellows. For the 
movement, if such it can. be called, while 
asserting a new spirit of laissez faire against the 
sober norms of the Enlightenment, also coin- 
cided with a new technology. The iron press and 
the steam press aided and abetted the subversive 
doctrines of individualism and/or democracy, 
and the steam railway carried them beyond the 
little circles where they originated. 

Perhaps this is why the Romantic Movement 
(for the writers of school textbooks, at least) is 
seen primarily as n literary event. Lyrical Ballads 
and cognate works are not just easily-isolated 
examples of a break with convention; they are 
also in a medium that can talk about itself. Not 
for nothing did Wordsworth attach his (or 
Coleridge's) Preface to the edition of 1800; it 
turned the book into a manifesto. And not for 
nothing does a modern academic like Professor 
Lilian Furst turn out an anthology of theoretical 
writings like European Romanticism; Self- 
Definition; it offers a direct articulation of what 
the New Men thought they were trying to do. 

Constrained by the-costs of book production, 
Professor Furst has not been able to publish more 
than d small collection of snippets, sorted gut into 

----- — i d 


amusement to be gained from contrasting the 
vapours of Friedrich Schlcgel ("Die romantische 
Poesie ist eioe progressive Universalpoesie") 
with the trenchant remarks of Stendhal or Musset 
(“Et i! faut vous dire, monsieur, qu'en province, 
le mot romantique a, engdnlral, une signification 
facile 3 retenlr, il est synonyme d'absurde, et on 
ne s'en inqui&te pas autrement"); but it would be 
misleading to use the book like one of those 
manuals for after-dinner speakers that give you 
instant authority on the most ratified topics. 

For the movement is not to be pinned down 
only by the words of its literary apologists. As 
Hugh Honour showed a couple of years ago in his 
book Romanticism, Novalis's demand that the 
world be romanticised entailed a shift in the way 
that phenomena were seen and understood, and 
the fine arts are as sensitive a pointer to the new 
philosophy as words. Although his book is one in 
the “Style and Civilisation” series, Mr Honour 
makes dear right from the start that Romantic 1 
ism is a matter of response, not style, that it 
comprehends the anti-heroics of an heroic paint- 
ing like Gdricault’s “Raft of the Medusa" and the 
"closed” pre-Pre-Raphaelitism of a -Nazarene 
like Overbeck. The roots of so many later isms, 
express-, symbol-, impress-, are all to be found in 
the work of the first Romantic artists. 

Confirmation - and partial duplicatioa - of 
Hugh Honour’s thesis is to be found in William 
Vaughan’s more recent study of German Roman- 
ic Painting , which is narrower in scope than 
Romanticism, and does not attempt the close 
examination of responses which, that book so 

• j ■. • 


reinforces the claims of painters like Philipp Otto 
Runge and Caspar David Friedrich to be consi- 
dered as key exponents of a mode rich in 
suggestion and ambiguity - and in so far as his 
book is of larger format than Mr Honour’s, and 
provides colour illustration as well as 
monochrome, It can give a larger hint of the effect 
of their pictures. For if there is one decisive 
reason why Romantic painting has been neg- 
lected to a degree not shared by Romantic 
literature or music, it is the difficulty of seeing the 
works themselves and of building up a fund of 
comparative experience. 

There is, however, one area where it is possible 
to judge at least something of the part played by 
pictures in conveying “Romantic” experience to 
a wider public: the area of book illustration. The 
significance of this is touched on in German 
Romantic Painting and had been given greater 
prominence in an earlier monograph by Dr 
Vaughan, German Romanticism and English Art 
(which incidentally makes good sense of the 
post-Kan tian aesthetics of the Romantic manifes- 
tos); but what he says here only suggests the 
potential of the subject. It is certainly valuable to 
be shown the importance of Oerman illustrators 
and publishers in “borrowing” the expertise of 
the Bewick school of engravers, and in re- 
exporting to England a Romantic German 
illustrative manner. This appeared in the deco- 
rated pages of piestige books of the 1840s, in 
magazines and children's books of tbe period, 
and was to have on influence through the 
Pre-Raphaelites on at least one strand of our
